To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Leiston-cum-Sizewell  Urban 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Leiston-cum-Sizewell  for  the  year  1970. 

There  has  been  a  further  slight  increase  in  the  population  for 
the  year  under  review.  This  continues  the  trend  of  the  past  few 
years.  The  figure  for  this  year  is  5,200,  compared  with  5,180  in 
1969. 

The  live  birth  rate  per  1, (DO  population  is  18.5  which  is  considerably 
higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  16.0.  The  total 
number  of  births  was  96.  The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  District 
for  the  year  was  63. 

The  death  rate  for  the  District  for  1970  was  12.1  which  is  above 
the  national  average  of  11.7.  The  causes  of  death  were  primarily 
those  due  to  failure  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  but  the 
higher  figure  this  year  may  well  be  due  to  the  incidence  of  influenza 
and  pneumonia. 

30  cases  of  Measles  were  reported.  I  mentioned  in  my  report 
for  1968  that  Measles  has  a  two  yearly  cycle,  1968  was  a  year  of 
high  incidence.  1969  was  low,  and  1970  was  again  high.  Immunisation 
against  Measles  has  still  not  got  really  underway,  due  to  difficulties 
over  supplies  of  vaccine.  These  have  now  been  overcome  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  therefore  that  progress  in  this  direction  can  now  be 
made. 


The  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  local  sanitary 
authority  work  in  the  District  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  R.  Eairclough, 
M.R.S.H.,  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  I  refer  you  to  that 
for  detials  of  the  work  carried  out  in  this  sphere  of  the  Departments 
activities. 

May  I  express  to  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  to  members  of  the  Council, 
my  appreciation  of  the  interest  you  have  shown  throughout  the  year 
in  the  work  we  have  undertaken.

The  Blyth  Rural  District  Council's  scheme  for  the  sewering  of 
Aldringham  and  Knodishall  parishes  including  Coldfair  G-reen  is  completed.
